It was the commitiee’s report that
fimally prevalled by a vote of 4,68 Lo
839, many delegates boing absent. An
apparent overwlelming majority in
favor of an amendment to the commit-
ten's reporty, gnined afier threos hours of
debate marked by sharp sallles, molted
away when President Gomperas left the
chalr and charged the socialiat party
with having engineered the appowition to
the report

the first attempt to obtaln the sight-hour
law by legislation,” declared President
Gompers. “I'll challenge any soclaiiat
on this fMoor to say the socialist party
will stand behind the federstion In secur-
ing elght-hour lawn"™

ITALIAN IS
BURIED ALIVE

Luigi Matroni Trampled Into a
Freshly Made Grave as He
Pleads for Meroy.

BATAVIA, N. Y., Nov. 28.—Lmigl
Matronl was buried alive in the
eellar of his home near Corfu, in
May, 1814, his body being trampled
into & newly made grave while he
still bogged for merey, according to
a story told by his widow to District
Attorney Coom here today. This
afternoon Antonio Bollva, the nlleged
murderer, pointed out the spot where
the erime occurred and a body was
found which Mrs, Matronl identified
as that of her husband. Bollva has
confessed, the district attorney said.

Hollva, who i Mra. Matroni's son-in-
law, in serving a six months' term n
the Monro county penitentiary for a
stabblng affray. Mra Matronl came
here from Syracuse to tell the story of

the murder which she declnred had
leen witnessed by her and her young
